GETS CONFIDENCE 


In the session, Which ended with 
the adoption of the new measures 
this morning, the tide did not turn 
in favor of the government until 
Finance Mi er Peret had pro- 
posed the question of confidence on 
the clause increasing the business 
turnover tax. The outcome of the 
vote Was 227 to 103. It was the 
first time that Peret, as Finance 
Minister, had made any question a 
matter of confidence in the govern- 
ment. 

The receipts from the new meas- 
ures are estimated at 2,500,000,000 
francs ($87,500,000,) while the 
was 2,450,000,000 
france ($85,750,000.)' Allowing for 
variations in the yield from the 
new measures the surplus wil) be 
somewhere between 30,000,000 and 
60,000,000 francs. 

Three-quarters of the new taxes 
are indirect. The sum, 
1,200,000,000 francs ($42,000,000,) 
is provided by the increase in the 
tax on business turnovers of whole- 
lers and jobbers. Alcohol is 
asked to furnish 225,000,000 francs 
($7,875,000,) while the individual 
poll tax is expected to bring 570,- 
000,000 france ($19,950, 000.) ) 

The great 4 of abstentlons 
makes it difficult to interpret the 
vote on the measures, but the re- 
sult is none the less achieved. 
The Briand Cabinet, accordingly 
strengthened, is thought to be safe 
from attack for some time, and 
may be able to get through the 
measures to finance the sinking 
fund, which is depended upon to 
make French finances finally safe 
against all eventualities. 


PERET REAL VICTOR 


The government's success is at- 
tributed partly to Premier Briand's 
skill in utilizing the divisions in 
all the groups and partly 4 the 
personal popularit 1 of his Minis- 
ter of Finance. Peret will ap- 

ear as the principal winner, since 

. Briand failed with two other 
finance ministers to get a financial 
plan through the Chamber. 

The petroleum monopoly proj- 
ect, which threatened for a mo- 
ment to upset the whole situation, 
was adopted in principle, but it 
was surrounded with such precau- 
rovisions that the Cham- 
ber’s action lacks significance. The 
whole question must come before 
Parliament again after years of 
study before anything can be done.

ARMS FOR REVOLT ‘SEIZED - 


Uprising Believed With Ship: 


Raid i in New York 


Netting Ammunition 


(BY A. v. NIGHT WIRE) 


NEW YORK, April 1.—A projected Mexican revolution ‘id which 
American ammunition was to be smuggled in American ships without 
the knowledge of owners or officers, was believed to Have been frus- 


trated today when the arrest-of three seamen and confiscation of 20, 000 


rounds of ammunition was announced at the customhouse. 


The ratd wae made at midnight‘ 
last night at the foot of Wall street. 
A mysterious and anonymous in- 
formant tipped off the officials in 


advance that 1,000,000 cartridges 
were to be shipped to Mexico to- 


day. 

Members of the especial service 
squad found that the only steamer, 
freight or passenger, leaving for 
Mexican ports today was the Ward 
Line freighter Cauto and ro this 
boat was raided. 

After the seizure, officers ad- 
mitted that if they had read the 
sailing liste more carefully, their 
success might have been much 
more sensational. 

They erroneously believed that 
the Cauto gailed at daylight and so 
raided her at midnight when only 
20,000 rounds had deen taken 
aboard. They said today that if 
they had known the Cauto was not 
scheduled to sail til afternoon 
they might have seized many times 
as much ammunition by delaying 
their rald a few hours and giving

Experiments Described by 
Chicago Doctor Give Light 
on Function of Antitoxins 


[RY A. F. NIGHT WIRE] 

ALBANY (N. Y.) April 1.—The 
invisible mechanism by which the 
human body produces within itself 
a resistance to disease was outlined 
here today for the first’ time de- 
fore the American Association of 
Immunologists. Dr. Arthur Locke 
of St. Luke’s Hospital, Chicago, 
explained experiments he and his 
associates, Dr. Edwin F. Hirsch and 
Miss Ruth Edna Main, had made. 

Dr. Locke's experiments were re- 
garded ty the medical men and 
laboratory workers as an important 
step toward the synthetic produc- 
tion of antitoxins with which to 
fight disease. The experiments 
showed that when the germ in- 
troduces a poisonous substance into 
the body, proteins, or nitrogen- 
containing substances in the blood 
serum, forms a coating around the 
poison particles. 

This coating, together with the 
poison, or antigen, is then broken 
up by the white blood cells. When 
this happens, large clusters of 
molecules of the protective pro- 
tein form around each molecule of 
poison. The molecular weight of 
diphtheria antitoxin was found to 
be fifty timies that of ordinary 
blood serum. These clusters con- 
stitute the antitoxin. It is believed 
these large numbers of molecules 
surround the poison particles with 
coatings that make them harmless, 
until all the poison ts neutralized.

These figures show the total mo- 
tor vehicles for the year 1924 as 
15.781 and their total value was 
35.886,622 pesos. 

Wagons and carts during the 
year numbe 9162, valued at 
2.318.500 and hauled an average 
of 26.961 tons daily of cargo. The 
figures show that there were 7017 
less motor trucks used than carts 
and wagons although the capital 
invested in the truc is 1,616,500 
peso more than that in animal- 
drawn commercial vehicle and these 
carried 17.846 tong more of cargo 
than motor-driven carriers. Poor 
suburban roads are the main rea- 
son given for the still prevailing 
superiority of the horse and mule 
wagons over the truck in the Fed- 
eral District of Mexico.

Woman Says Experiments 
Prove Tendency + 


Assails Expert for Calling 
| Animal Tests Valueless 
Declares Trait May Lie 
Latent Several Generations

ALBANY (N. Y.) April 1.—Dif- 
ferences between cancer experts as 
to whether the tendency of the 
disease can be ‘inherited became 
evident at the meetihg of the 


American Association for Cancer 
Research here today. 

Dr. Francis 
rector of the Cancer Research In- 
stitute of Columbia University, was 
charged with holding “fundamen- 
talist doctrines” on the subject by 
Miss Maude Slye of Chicago, who 
has spent eighteen years of re- 
search in the inheritance of can- 
cer. She declared that time had 
repeatedly demonstrated 4. the 
power of the human body to re- 
sist cancer was an inherited char- 
acteristic. 

Dr. James Ewing. professor of 
pathology at Cornel medical col- 
lege, said he believed that Miss 
Slye had made a great contribu- 
tion to the knowledge of cancer. 
Dr. Wood was not present to de- 
fend his belief that experimenta- 
tion with animals proved nothing 
in regard to the heredity in human 
beings. 

Miss Slye also attacked the 
American Association for the Con- 
trol of Cancer for not telling the 
public that the tendency to cancer 
was inherited. She described ex- 
periments in which she had intro- 
duced cancer heredity into a strain 
of mice, but had prevented it from 
showing itself for twenty-five gene- 
rations. Cancer might remain hid- 
den in human inheritance for just 
as many generations, she said. 
When one of the parents had a 
pure cancer resistance inheritance, 
the disease did not come to the 
surface in the children, but when 
both parents inherited a tendency 


velop the disease. 

She said that with human de- 
ings it was impossible to analyze 
the tendency of anyone to acquire 
cancer because of the tradition of 
monogamy and that even om 
in the family from cancer for sev- 
eral generations was not a sure in- 
dication that the tendency was 
not latent. 

The fact that cancer came in re- 
sponse to local irritation indicated 
that it was an abnormal regenera- 
tive process, Miss Slye said. The 
lack of a definite mechanism in

Yaqui Indians 
Preparing for 
Easter Rites 


PHOENTX, April 1.—The Yaqui 
Indian villages near Tempe, Scotts- 
dale, Tucson and Nogales are pre- 
paring for their annual Easter 
celebration. Following church 
services, the Indians spend a day 
and night in dances before deco- 
rated bowers in which are sacred 
images. Most notable of the 
dances are the “matachines” and 
“pastores,” with ancient ritual 
brought from Mexico. 

In each village is at least one 
rude cross, hung with goat skins 
and goat heads in effigy, around 
them lying blanket-covered Indians 
who remain prostrate until the 
dawning of Easter, then to arise 
and burn the goat heads, the sins 
of the penitents passing in the 
flame and smoke.

It pro- 
vides for a limited membership, renounc- 
ing certain rights and declining to assume 
certain obligations and, in the opinion of 
some foreign statesmen, it blishes a 
precedent for according s privileges 
to favored nations. 


Some representatives of foreign powers 
regard it in the light of a treaty which 
has not been negotiated, but that is dic- 
tated by one party to the agreement. We 
do not consider it so; but our membership 
in the World Court depends upon the view 
Po ag the other states, now members, take

It would mean to reopen the whole discus- 
sion, and a two-thirds vote would again be 
As far as the Coolidge administration is 
concerned, it has fulfilled the pledge of 
the Republican platform of 1924.

XPERTS AND ALIENISTS 
In connection with insanity pleas in 
murder trials an Illinois judge created a 
@iversion that may be in the interest of 
ultimate justice. Such, at least, was the 
early purpose of the jurist. . Sometimes 
after a murderer has been tried and con- 
victed his counsel will raise the question 
of his sanity as new matter and another 
extended hearing will be necessary. Per- 
haps a complete new jury will be required 
to listen to the evidence upon this point. 
Both the State and the defense have the 
right to place on the stand allenists of 
their choice and under their pay. They are 
selected with the purpose of proving the 
case for the side they represent. They 
are not open-minded and impartial, but 
they carry either weight or wonder with a 


jury. 

Bus in Inmots Judge Kavanagh held the 
belief that the court could also summon 
its own alienists and, therefore, in the case 
of Raymond Costello, in whose behalf a 
plea of insanity was advanced after his 
conviction, the judge called upon the Chi- 
cago Medical Society to perform a public 
and patriotic service.

UNIONS PLOT 
ELECTION OF 
OWN CHOICE 

Policy of No Strike Until 
After Balloting Reported 
One of Leaders’ Plans 


Advisability of adoptitg a no- 
strike policy to stand until after 
the election this fall is a question 
of moment among union leaders 
at this time, it was learned last 
night. 

Discussion of the question has 
disclosed one union group that be- 
lieves it can make a secret deal 
with certain political candidates 
who would use their public offices, 
if they be elected, to further union 
aims in return for the union vote 
by which they hope to be elected. 

In order to elect these candi- 
dates, proponents of the plan said, 
it will be necessary to prevent any 
public reaction at this time against 
unionism. Such a reaction, it was 
pointed out, would result from a 
A reaction against union- 
ism, it was argued, would prevent 
the election of candidates who 
made such deals with the unions. 

Another group of union leaders 
has less interest in trading with 
politicians. It is advocating etrikes 
or no strikes as the immediate sit- 
uation warrants without regard to 
politics or those union leaders who 
are supposed to carry the “union 
vote” in their inside vest pockets 
for delivery as best meets their 
personal purposes. 

Persons who have been observ- 
ing the situation sald that some of 
the leaders who have been advo- 
cating no strikes for political pur- 
poses are offering this as a reason 
more likely to pacify those who 
are demanding strikes, than would 
be the true reason, which is, that 
they are not now in any condition 
to conduct a successful strike. 

Most of this talk is understood

In rickets the blood se is

sponding deficiency in the food or 
to losses of these elements in the 
digestive tract, or from some fal-“ 
ure of the body of the child to de- 
posit the culclum or the phos- 
phorus in the bones. Rickets is 
not due to food poisoning. 

The antirachitic vitamin of cod 
liver oll, egg yolk, whole milk and 
fresh vegetables and fruits aids in 
the deposit of these mineral ele- 
ments in the body, and the direct 
sunlight (or its equivalent in the 
ultraviolet ray lamps as used by 
physicilans—not the violet-ray 
lamps of drug stores and beauty 
shops which do not give off this 
ultiaviolet ray)—probably acta by 
forming an antirachitic vitamin 
from certain fat granules that are 
always present in the skin. 

So, mothers, don't be afraid of 
the wholesome oatmeal (so high in 
iron, Ume and iodin.) ;

DEATH HEARING 


Crowd Tries to Get Slayer at 
Funeral Parlor

Phalanx of 2000 Mexicans 
R epulséd Three Times 


Jury Finds pee Stabbed 
Wife to Death 


A mod of 2000 or more Mexicans 
engaged in a near riot with squads 
of police and deputy sheriffs 
yesterday as a Coroner’s jury de- 
liberated on a verdict in the death 
of Mecila Garcia, 42 years of age, 
stabbed to death by her husband, 
Bonita Garcia, last Monday night. 

The mob assembled about the 
Zeferino Ramirez funeral parlors 
at 4545 Brooklyn avenue, where 
the inquest was conducted, in a 
solid phalanx. They walted, omi- 
nously silent, until the prisoner un- 
der escort of three deputy sheriffs 


Ae the deputies were hustling 
their prisoner inside, the crowd 
without warning broke loose in a 
mad stampede and stormed the 
r.ortnary in an apparent effort to 
get at the accused slayer. 


REINFORCEMENTS ARRIVE 


Deputy Sheriffs Stensland, Modle 
and Mendoza beat off the crowd 
and then turned in a call for aid. 
A tquad of five officers from the 
Boyle Iieights station, headed by 
Sergt. Adams, and three additional 
deputies, reached the mortuary in 
jig time and roped off an area 
about the mortuary beyond which 
the members of the mob were not 
permitted to pass. 

Tear bombs and clubs were held 
in rendiness by the officers to foil 
any turther effort to take their 
prisoner from them. Garcia, re- 
peatedly threatened with death by 
his countrymen for the cold- — 
ed slaying of his wife, was closely 
guarded during the inquest. 

During’ the excitement he sat 
with eyes almost entirely closed 
and apparently entirely heedjess 
of the law or the danger from the 
mob outside. 


REPELLED TWICE MORE 

Two other efforts by the mob to 
storm the funeral parlors as the 
inQuest drew to a close were quick- 
ly repelled by the combined ef- 
forts of the police and deputies. 
They found it unnecessary to use 
either clubs or tear gas, the mob 
apparently being overawed after 
the first unsuccessful effort. 

The chief witnesses against Gar- 
cla were his two stepdaughters, 
Refugio, 18 years of age. and Fran- 
ciea, 16. Both collpased while tes- 
tifving. They declared their step- 
father had killed their mother 
without provocation. He stabbed 
her as she lay in bed, they said, 
in a jealous frenzy. The killing oc- 
curred at the Garcia home at 4521 
Dozier street, Belvedere. 

The jury, after brief deliberation. 
found that Garcia had slain his 
wife. Deputy Coroner Monfort 
conducted the inquest. 

A complaint charging Garcia 
with murder later was filed by 
Dep. Dist.-Atty. Davis.
